Wasnrveton, Jane 27,—Presidential possi- 
bilities attract more attention here now than 
any other topic of public interest. The 
shrewdest political experts here believe that 
Tilden isa full fledged candidate, and that 
yigorovs efforts will be made in his behalf 
from this time forward. Of course it will be 
a still hunt, at least until the drift of public 
sentiment is fairly seen, but there remains 
little dowbt in the minds of the most prac- 
ticed observers, thatitisa hunt. The opin- 
ion of the large majority, too, seems to be 
that the “‘old ticket” would be stronger than 
any other that could be nominated. 
Of course McDonald is * candidate, but 
itis doubtful whether he cculd go into the 
convention with the full support of his own 
state. Hendricks's friends of course see that 
if the old ticket were nominated and elected 
Hendricks would be pretty sure to be presi- 
dent for a good share of the term. Despite 
Mr. Watterson’s glowing picture of a reju- 
venated Tilden, able to tire out an average 
Kentuckian in an hour or read a couple of 
hundred volumes in a winter, there is no 
doubt that Mr. Tilden is very weak and not 
likely to long survive the excitement of a 
presidential campaign and the puiling and 
hauling of the struggie for oflice which would 
foliow his election. Hendricks has a strong 
following in Indiana, and his friends wiii not 
give up-this chance of making him president 
to oblige Mr. McDonald or anybody else. 

EVEN ROSECRANS, ; 

General Rosecrans, who is here just now, 1s 
doubtiess another candidate for that position. 
He would carry the Pacific coast and would 
do as much toward capturing the soldier vote 
as anybody, while he would not be likely to 
make any such mistake as the democratic sol- 
dier candidate did four yearsago. He has no 
bar’! of his own, bowever, and is LO manager, 
and with the railroad interest agsinst him, 


as they would be, is likely to fail. 
A good many bere believe that 
Hoadiy would be a strong candi- 


date shouid he carry Ohio this fall. Sam 
Randall must not be omitted in this list. If 
reports of a reconciliation between himself 
and Ex Senator Wallace on a presidential 
senatorial basis are true, he will be a formid- 
able candidate and one of the shrewdest 
managers in the field. :

Rogers, for which his companion, a 
negro named i Lacey, was lynched 
yesterday morning.

Demores is at the head 
of the great cattle company and O'Donnell 
had beseiged his ranche and. threatened to 
kill him on sight.

Two Men Murdered in Putiman— Hathawy’s Sentence— 
Postmaster Arrested.

1881, and was sentenced toa fine of $500 and 
imprisonment of seven years, being the ex- 
treme penalty under the law. 
CuHaRLoTre, N. C., June 27.—Henry Gilles-

here to-day by Postoffice Inspector Lawson, 
on the charge of robbing the wails of $290. 
They were taken to Davidson College, where 
an investigation of the irregularities in that 
office is being made.

A RUTHL&SS VENDBTTA. 


The Betraya' of a Young Womans and its Consequent 
Oourse of lragedy. 


Reep’s Station, Pa. June 27.—A _ curious 
case, involving all the features of the Corsi- 
can vendetta, cameto light here this morn- 
ing through the death-bed confession of Al- 
exander Semiloff, a young Pole. Semiloff 
was an educated man, byt considered morose, 
misantbropical and cynical by his country- 
men. For some time past he was noticed to 
be failing in health. Yesterday a physician 
was summoned at his request. Being told 
that he could not live until daylight, he 
inade a confession, saying that in 1853, 
when he was a boy of about seven, he 
resided with his father in the Polish village of 
Sentomir, on the Russian frontier. is 
father’s sister, a young married woman, 
lived inthe same town. Her husband was 
in the army at the time, and she resided with 
her maids. In the fall of the year a nn 
man named Komanoff, soh of the prefect o 
the district and captain of a regiment of Cos- 
sacks, came home on a furlougn, and during 
his stay became intimate with the Semiloffs, 
and finally betrayed the woman. She, as a 
result, ended her career in a noted Baden- 
Baden resort. _ hearing the news of her 
betrayal, Semiloif took his young son upon 
his knee and made him swear to avenge the 
wrong by killing the entire Romanoff family.

THE RESULT OF BERMUDA GRASS 
AND DISCRETION. 


‘whe Money Theat There is in Cattle—What Grain Hea 


Dene—The Product of Grala— Money in the 
Goll if the Man Will Only Extract it- 
Georgia Raised Mules and Horees. 


———— 


Special Correspondence Constitution. 
Greenesnoro, Ga., Jagge 3).—It isa matter 
of congratulation @ @6 people of middle 
Georgia that the amount of stock and cattle 
raised through this section is visibly increas- 
ing with the years. In our own county there 
is scarcely a farmer of any note who is not de- 
yoting much attention to this branch of in- 
dustry. It isa matter of congratulation, too, 
that the quality of the stock is being raised. 
Many farmers are stocked with half and full- 
blood Jerseys, Devonshires and other import- 


ed breeds. 
WHY PROFITABLE. 


At the back of this increase lies a simple 
secret. There is money in cattle; and day 
after day, And as the years roll by, the hus- 
bandmen are gradually realizing it. One 


> aD 
gentieman I know of in this county pur- 
chased, three years ago, I believe it was, a 
young Jersey heifer and bull.. The sum paid, 
i think, for both animals, was somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $275 or $300. The heifer 
got with calf and bred a heifer. She vielded 
trom three and a half to four gallons of milk 
daily, the greater portion of which was turn- 
ed into butter, and subequently into cash. 
The second calf has had a heifer calf, and the 
first has again broughtone. This makes in 
all five bead, for one of which, the youngest 
heifer. he refused $200. In other words, he 
hes more than doubled his money in two 
years in stock, not to say anything of the 
milk and butter he has used and sold. The 
expenses of these cattle have been small, very 
small. During the spring andsummerseason 
they graze on a Bermuda pasture. In the 
winter they are housed and fed on boiled 
cotton seed, shucks and hay, all products of 
his farm, and which cost him a mere nominal 
sum. 

I look myself, and in the near future, too, 
to see the vast Bermuda fields, ungainly sights 
now. decked with browsing cattle, and the 
soft low of the Jersey cow, and the neigh of 
the colt from the enclosed pasture will be the 
music which will heraid the dawning of the 
day of general prosperity. How soon it will 
come I do not know, bat it isnot far distant. 
These gradual changes that have been going 
on within a few years betoken something, 
and that something is a prosperous people. 


WHAT GRAIN HAS DONE, 


I was standing the other day in an open 
field from which grain had been cut. I look- 
ed around me and as far-as I could see were 
the shocks of wheat. A steam thresher rat- 
tled, and sheok out the grain. It seemed to 
me that the puff of the engine and the rattle 
of the thresher was the sweetest music I had 
ever heard on afarm. How much sweeter, 
thought I, than the whirr of the gin, or the 
creak of the packing screw. One meant bread 
and life and ease ana prosperity. The other 
meant care and debt and hard labor. and 
wasted land, and broken health, and poy- 
erty. 

This revolution came likea whirlwind. And 
what a blessed whirlwind it was for the farm- 
er. They see it now; they feel it now, but 
they didn’t three years ago. 

Apropos, the query once was, (on rainy 
days as the good yeomanry would gather 
around on mackerel kits, and broken chairs, 
and box-tops in the district store) ‘How 
much cotton have you got in?’’ or ‘‘How is 
your cetton looking?’ Now, on rainy days, 
just such as those were, the same crowds come, 
and the same boxes, cut on the edges, are 
brought out as of yore. But the crowds that 
come are different. I have notedthem,. There 
is a happy, contented look about all of them — 
from ve timid young married man, sitting 
just by the door, to the old veteran who has 
the chair of state, and spits out his opinions 
and tobacco juice with equal earnestuess. 
There isn’t that hard, pinched, scared look 
that nsed to be there. There isn’t that look 
of quiet despair that used to be seen on their 
faces. And the queries are different,too: ‘‘How 
are your vats?” “‘how is your whea!?” ‘‘what’s 

your bogs doing? No cholera among ’em?”’ 
“here is a signifieant point in these questions. 
It means there’s something at home to feed 
the chiidren’s mouths; there’s a few bushels 
of potatoes lying in the bank ready for emer- 
gency. It means there is bacon in the smoke- 
hcuse, hanging high on the joists, and they 
were not put there by ‘‘waiving the home- 
stead.’”’ It means that the farmer has said: 
“IT must live; my ground must make me 
bread, and that forest, lined with acorns, must 
fatten my hogs. If I have any land left, I'll 
make some cotton. But my family and my 
stock must and shall be fed, andi don’t pro- 
pose to pay the freight on the feed from Ohio 
to Georgia, either.’’ 

Money! Prosperity! How can it help but 
come under these circunstances. 


THE PRODUCT OF GRAIN, 

There is one young farmer in this section 
of Georgia I always like to talk with on farm- 
ing matters, and thatis Colonel John C, Hart, 
of Union Point. ‘Lhe readers of Tur Consti- 
TUTION are familiar with the facts connected 
witb his adopting farming asa business. They 
are familiar, too, with how he made of barren 
fields blooming acres, of deserted hillsides 
acres of waving grain, and out of the redclay 
dug a competence. 

I met him not long ago—during asbort stay 
at Union Point—and he and I walked dowxz 
the railroad to one of his fields of giain. As 
we sat there looking acioss the green stretch 
of grain before us—for it was in early April, 
and the grain had just headed out, and bend- 
ed gently beneath a soft breeze—ke spoke of 
what it was. 

“There cap be no doubt,’ said he, pinching 
a piece from the rail on which he sat, and 
sharpening it with bis pen-knife, ‘that there 
is mouey in grain. I say money; not abso 
lute cash, but money in the end. This fieid, 
and you see the yield is good, was a big ditch 
three years ago. You know my plan of Ber- 
muda grass; that is in theory, here it is in 
practice. Bermuda grass saved that plat 
But | was saying, there is money in grain. 
Let me show you. Here are sixty acres that; 
say, will yield meonly twenty busheis of oats 
tothe acre. That isa moderate yicld—I ex 
pect to get thirty-five. But the sixty acres 
will make me 1,200 bushels which, at fifty 
cents, equais $600. It has cost me to piant it, 
including labor, manure and seed, only about 
$12; for it requires no labor but pianting. | 
will sow this in peas end corn when the grain 
isoff Iwill get about 720 bushels of peas 
which, at fifty cents, equals $360. Corn will 
be planted at the same time, and will yield 
me fifteen busbe!s per acre, or $720 worth of 


corn. Here is the table: 
900 bushels of corn at 80 cents................ $ 720 
1,200 bushels oats at 50 cents...............@...... 600 
720 bushels peas at 50 cents......... > 360 |

I have then $1,530 as the gross receipts. The 
planting of the oats was $12; corn, $25, and 
the peas may be gatiiered for half, a: d that I 
allowed; for it will make 24 bushels to the 
acre, and the total cost is not over $50, leav- 
ing me about $1,530 clear. Had it been in 
cotton I wouldn’t have made over half bale 
10 the acre, or thirty balesinall, which equals 
$1,500. And what would this bave cost me? 
At least $500. And I have $1,000 But the 
Oats and peas and corn bave given sub- 
stance to the land, and that is more money 
still. Had I planted cotton my land would 
have been poorer, my stock poorer and I 
poorer,” 

“How about the money, colonel?” I ven- 
tured. 

“Money? why, I can find a ready market 
foralil raise. True,I am short of money 
some times; J don’t get a big lot at Christmas 


time. But when I —_ to pay | bands |

for extension, for I am my own merchant by 
raising what I need. Some 

starve all the year for the satisfaction it will 
be to them in November and December to 
jingle a few gold dollars in their pocket, and 
winch gold dollars must be turned over at 
once to the merchant. I want good stock, I 
want plenty-to eat, and I want my land to 
improve, not retrograde.” 


BERMUDA GRASS AGAIN, 


I have written time and again as to what 
this grass was, but I am just as confident— 
even more so—to-day that itis the southern 
farmer's hope that] never leave any one until 
I have lesrned their opinion. Colonel Hart's 
has been given before, but I add one point. 

“IT understand,’ says I, interrogatively, 
“that you have orde a car load of mule 
colts from out west. What of it?’ 

“T haven’t ordered them yet, but I will do 
so; or, at least, contemplate doing so ina 
short time. I have cometo the conclusion 
that I can buy mule colts in Kentucky, bring 
them here, fatten them and sell them ata 
profit. If I buya colt for$50 or $75 laid down, 
two years on a Bermuda field will make him 
rolling fat, and up goes the price to $150 or 
$175. One hundred dollars is made to me at 
ne cost, cor paratively.” 

“You willlet them run in your Bermuda 
fields, if you get these mules? . 

“Certainly. Of course, I shall see they are 
properly attended to, but their main nourish- 
ment will be Bermuda grass. Itis undoubt- 
ediy one of Giod’s blessings to Georgia plant- 
ers.

FOR GEORGIA ALL THE TIME. 

Tse Constitution takes no selfish pride, 
and certainly gratifies no small prejudice, in 
printing this morning the proceedings of the 
Truck Farmers’ union which met at Albany 


on yesterday. We print these resolutions, as 


es from 25 to 75 per cent. We 
too, that the northwestern farmer uses only 
home-made manures, having ap abundance of 
fertilizing material on account of the num- 
ber of animals that he keeps; while the 
southern farmer purchases—on credit— 
commercial fertilizers at the rate of a bale of 
cotton for a ton of fertilizers, We find, too, 
that the one manages his labor as a merchant 
does his assistants, and the other is careless in 
the hours and manner of work. We need not 
go further, for these differences fully explain 
why the net earnings of the southern farmers 
are reduced to zero, although their gross,earn- 
ings upon the amount of capital invested are 
much Jarger than they are in any north- 
ern state. It is plain, therefore, that 
an application to southern farms of the skill, 
economy and business push and supervision 
practiced on western farms, would bring 
about results that would surprise the entire 
country, and make the net earnings of the 
south as strong comparatively as its gross 
earnings are at present. 

THE OH10 CAMPAIGN. 

The supreme court of Ohio has unanimous- 
ly declared the Scott liquor law constitution 
al. ‘This decision was expected, and it will 
not probably have any effect on the pending 
canvass. The republicans were committed to 
the principles of the law, whether it stood or 
feilin the supreme court, and the democrats 
declared that it isa sumptuary law involving 
unequal taxation. The issue is raised in the 
platforms, and the decision cannot well in- 
tensify it. It may, however, make the class 
affected more zealous workers against the 
republican ticket, but the republicans, on the 
other hand, will clamor for a fair frial of the 
new law. 

The chief provisions of the bill relate to 
the taxation and regulation of the liquor 
traffic. The first section provides that every 
place where intoxicating liquors are sold 
shall be taxed $200a year. This assessment 
applies also to places that sell malt or vinous 
liquors—to the beer and wine sold ‘‘over the 
Rhine.” The bill prohibits the sale of intox- 
icating liquors on Sunday, but—this is an im- 
portant political proviso in a state greatly 
given to straddling—the council of any mu- 
nicipal corporation in the state may regulate 
and control the sale ‘“‘of beer and native wine’’ 
on the first day of the week. This is a bid for 
the German vote in the cities and villages, 
while it is a discrimination that che 
rural Germans of the state will not relish. It 
however authorizes any municipal corpora- 
tion to wholly prohibit ale, beer and porter 
houses, and it is thought this section will be 
freely utilized in the smailer towns. There 
are many other provisions in the bill, which 
consists of twelve sections; but those that we

The printing press which he had for the Jour- 
nal was taken down on Saturday, the {6th 
inst., by the parties to whom it belonged, and 
there is now another, and a new one, at the 
railroad depot awaiting his payment of the 
charges on it, and why he should have set his 
covetous eyes on my press is a little more 
than ican conceive. 

I leased the Post-Appeal to A. H. Moore, as 
will more fuily appear by the following copy 
of the lease: : 

Artianta, Ga., June ll, 1883.—This agree- 
ment entered into this date by Marcellus E. 
Thornton and A. H. Moore, witnesseth that 
the said M. E. Thornton does hereby lease to 
the said A. H. Moore the Post-Appeal news 
paper and printing establishment, with all 
material, machinery, furniture and every 
article thereto belonging, now in tne Post- 
Appeal establishment for the term of five (5) 

ears,upon the conditions that the said A, H. 
oore is to run the newspapaper and pay all 
expenses from this date without any expense 
or recourse upon the said ; 
E. Thornton, and to —_ pay to 
tothe said M. E. Thornton semi-annually 
one half of the net profits arising from the 
business. If there be no net profits then 
there will be no rental to pay. The said A. 
H. Moorejbas the right of purchasing the 
Post- Appeal and printing establishment here- 
by leased any time during the continuance 
of this lease for the sum of twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars ($25,000).

with ice,an article necessary to their,comtfort.”’ 
Shields jis angular, with very long legs that 
seem to be in his way. He stcops considera- 
bly when he walks and has an air of weari- 
ness rather than laziness. During the trial he 


has been very neatly’ attired and 
his large, rough looking shoes 
have been kept well polished. 


His face has been faultlessly clean. He loun- 
ges, rather that sits in his chair, andalthough 
he watches the proceedings he does so rather 
abstractedly. The expression of his face has 
never changed. He isoblivious to what is 
said, and neither the most scathing denun- 
ciation of him nor. the _ strongest 
appeals in his behalf appear to impress him 
in the least.

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The Members Quit to Buch an Extent That the Asso. 
Claiien Cannot Pey Ite Loseses—Two Thousand 
Members Against Five Thousend Some 
Monthe Ago—Setiling the Claims. 


About one hundred citizens of Macon are 
very much interested in certain recent devel- 
opments in the affairs of the People’s Matual 
Relief association of this city. It happens 
that about that number of Maconites, or 
very near it, are members of the association, 
which is a co-operative insurance company, 
paying its losses by the assessment plan. The 
association was first established in Mobile, 
but a year or two ago came to Atlanta and es- 
tablished itself in e¢legant quarters on jthe 
second floor of the§ building at the corner 
of Wall aud Peachtree streets. There wasa 
business air about the place and everything 
seemed to be working along smoothly. The 
list of members at one time reached five thou- 
sand, deaths had been fewand everything 
was brightand promising. Assessments were 
being made monthly when suddenly the as- 
sociation struck an unlucky period and deaths 


became more frequent. Finallf it became 
necessary to levy two assessments in one 
month, whereupon, like rats quitting a sink- 
ing ship, twelve hundred members quit. The 
star of the association then began to go down 
until at last it finds itself with 
only two thousand members. It -is 
badly behind withits assessments and collec- 
tions, its June assessments being for deaths 
in February. The assessments now return 
only about ten thousand dollars per month, 
while the claims run all the way from twenty- 
five to forty thousand dollars. It is easy to 
see how the affair works. A man is insured 
for two thousand dollars. He dies and his 
family rotify the association. The assessment 
for the month is made. The returns come in 
and the man’s share is found to be only 
thirty or forty per cent of his claim. The 
officers of the association claim that they 
cannot help it, that they can only divide 
out what they get. 

The latest trouble occurred a few days; ago. 
Mr. Dennis Daly, of Macon, died, leaving a 

licy for $5,000. Hif wife endeavored te col- 
ect the money but the assessment panned 
out so poorly that she could not get the 
money. A few days ago the mstter was com- 

romised by paying het two thousand dollars. 

r. David om Ardis who committed suicide 
in Louisville sometime ago, held two policies 
in the association, amounting in all to about 
$7,000. The company resisted payment on 
account of the fact that he suicided, and a 
few days ago their bank account was 
garnisheed. A compromise at $5,000 was 
made and the garnishment was dissolved. At 
‘the same time another claimant garnisheed, 
and that garnishment was dissolved by bond. 
It seems from all that can be gathered that 
the assuciation isin a bad way, at least so far 
as relates to the old members. A new class, 
under a new plan, has been started and they 
may be more fortunate. The older members 
have been dropping off and losing interest in 
the association. The situation now is that 
the association has debts hanging over it sev- 
eral months past due and which it is wholly 
impossible to pay with the money raised by 
the assessnrents. While the members paid 
up their policies and held claims that should 
have been paid at their face figures, the mem- 
bership has now dropped off so that it is im 

ossible to settle the debts at full figures. It 
1as come to be that from thirty to fifty per 
cent is the usual compromise. What the end 
of it will be no one can guess. A CONSTITU- 
TION reporter asked Mr. Randall, secretary of 
the association, what he had to say on the 
subject. He consented to give a full history 
of the association, and said: 

‘The association was organized in Mobile, 
Ala., under a charter from the probate court 
of Mobile county, and began business August 
15, 1878. The plan was popular and its 
growth rapid, but the location of its head- 
quarters objectionable to persons living in 
the higher and healthier latitudes of Georgia 
and the Carolinas; therefore, in the spring of 
1880 the association procured a charter from 
the superior court of Fulton county, Ga., and 
removed its headquarters to Atlanta. The 
move was a wise one and the growth and 
prosperity of the association increased until 
the summer of 1882, when an unusual mor- 
tality called for an extra or double assess- 
ment. This, combined with a want of con- 
fidence in all forms of mutual or co operative 
insurance, begot by birth, marriage, endow- 
ment and otherswindling assessmentschemes, 
caused over 2,000 members to forfeit, and left 
the association with a large number and 
amount of death losses to meet, with a com- 
paratively small and decreasing membership. 
Though behind in payment of losses, the as- 
sociation continued to pay claims in full until 
May, 1883, and to that time had paid 143 
claims, amounting to $547,149 27. But in the 
month of March they lost by death nearly 
$40,000,and saw, that to protect living members 
they must either levy an assessment for each 
approved claim, and wipe out the claims and 
association together, or continue regular as- 
sessments and include in each an increased 
number and amount of claims and divide the 
proceeds of each such assessment among the 
claimants assessed for. As wholesale assess- 
ments had always ended in disaster to both 
claimants and association, the latter plan was 
adopted, and on May 1 they assessed for six 
claims, amounting in all to $23,000. That as- 
sessment realized $9,200, and paid forty per 
cent of the claims assessed for. This settle- 
ment was readily accepted by the claimants, 
who receipted the association in full. 

While these settlements were being made 
two suits against the association were pending 
in the Atlanta city court on account of re- 
sisted claims, one because of untrue state- 
ments in applicationjfor membership, and the 
ether because the member died of suicide. 
In both cases the Gate City National bank 
(the depository of the association) was gar- 
nisheed. In the first case the garnishment 
was dissolved by bond and the latter by com- 
promise and settlement. But another suit is 

ending against the association, and that is 
or a claim resisted because of suicide. The 
old class or department of the association 
now numbers 2,000 members, on whom as- 
sessments are made each month to pay the 
losses in that class, and claimants will get all 
that it is possible to collect forthem.  — 
The present condition of the association 1s 
due to defects in the original plan and the 
failure of members to meet their obligations 
one to another. The original plan t aie we 
ed that no assessment coul be 
made until after death occured 
to make such such assessments necessary, and 
there was no way to provide a reserve fund to 
meet an unexpected or excessive rate of mor- 
tality; consequently whenever, and as often 
as, the losses in th exceeded the 
amount realized {yom an\assessment, the pay- 
ment of death claims was delayed until a 
future lighter death rate enabled the associa- 
tion to catch up. Profiting by experience the 
association bas perfected a new plan of assess- 
ment life insurance which cures all the valid 
objection to any former plan of co-opertion 
insurance, and by collecting month- 
ly assessments to create a 
reserve fund, will hereafter not 
only be able to meet losses a age tly, but to 
discount them. Under this plan a new 
junior class has been formed which numbers 
500 members and is growing rapidly. One 
bundred new members have been added to 
this classin the last ten days. Certificates in 
this junior classare worth face value, and 
the reserve fund already amounts to nearly 


000,
